cultur-al patterns"' -™ fteich) ^and v;ith it threaten these states 
with a -pcpolation no longer held .in check by autlioritariaji condi- 
tioning ' and respect; for :po^r and tradition. A growing fe^w Xen- 
inist sects in the -festem inperial.ist countries already consid- 
er recrtd-tn^t fran. ^and ^'infiltration" of the gay liberation: 
nK)veBent as a ;po.ten.tial irsUuxI. for buiiduig 'their orgajnizaticns. 
Obviously this tactic will succeed only to the extent that gay

The leninrsts want to M^e 'us believe that their 
ferkers^ Govennirent is a big ijiproveiient over tlie capitalist way 
of rmniag tnings. :Nonetheless , we who sell our tune to either 
atai^t making decisi'Ons, eiyier aJoout how we go atX)Ut our jobs 
or whether what we're producing or doing is even worth producing 
or doing„ fail to rebel against tliese conditions in part be- 
cause we have be&n cxjnditioned s.in«2 birtli to play narr«^/ sexual 
roles and to accept the leg-itii-^-^^icy of parental and social auttior- 
.ity» If [people really wa^re free -cmd happy, would -they seek self- 
fulfillment, for ^eianple, in (1) participating in a global war-
